Oppreſſion, or Dullacts of the Spirits, Heaviacls, Sleepinels, Drouſinefs, or any Le- 
thargical Diltemper, and quickens all the Senics, ad carrietivo any ObſtruQtions of 
the Brain whatever, by bringing natural Moilture to the Noſtrils, the Want of which 
is a great Loſs to the Sight. It may be taken at any Time or Seaſon of the Year, 
(except in ſtrong Frolts) only keeping your Head and Ears motlerately warm, after 

our accuſtomed Manner ; alſo keeping your iclt eafie, and not to fullow too much 

ot Exerciſe 0: Game : It does not hiader you to go abour your ordinary Aﬀairs ; alfo, 
if the Senſe of Smelliag be wanting to any, this very Medicine will rcitore it ; and 
after hard Driaking, it is very neceſlar ia preventing Feavers, and many other Diſ- 
tempers incident to humane Bodics occaſioned by Intemperance. 

I This Royal Medicinal Snuff is of ſuch Eitcem, that it is, called for, and ſent 
to a great many Cities and Towns & both North an41 South Britain and Ireland, 
as alſo the Eaſt and Weſt Indi-s, where theſe Diſtempers above-mentioned do frequently 
rage and predomine ; and of great Uſe ro Seamen, Merchants, and others, tor the 
Preſervation of their Healths in all Sorts oft Climates : Many huadre1 Inſtances might 
be given of its wonderful Cures in all the Diſtempers above, which, by the Bleſſicg 
of G o Þ has been performed, but wauld be too tedious here to inlert. Ler any that 
are ſo troubled, as is already ſaid, take of this rare and ri:h M:diciae, and then they 
will be ſoon confirmed of the Verity of what is above expreſt, both as to the Virtues 
thereof, and the quick and ſpeedy Þ Hef that it affords; but there are many, chit 
when they find that they get not img, afiate Eaſe or He'p, after taking Two or Three 
Doſes or Fogen, (as though it ſbould work a Miracle) then they torbear to go fur- 
ther ; but for theſe Perſons that are ſo fooliſh or penurious, that grudge to lay out this 
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ſmall Charge for preſerving their own Health; they are more'to'be piried for their Ig- 
norance, than ſympathized with in their Trouble and Diſtrefs, fiance they may have 
Help, and refuſes it ;> we t to bleſs and thank G © © for ſuch Help, upon ſo ſmall 
Eharge,” ' whereas, ſich, Diſtempers above-natfied, coſt many Pounds to Pa- 
tients inimany other Medicines that has et i ual; 'when ' this has done-it ; 
ſo let none undervalue its ſmall Quantity, which ma be. lawfully and xfuly term'd,' 
(multum in parvo) ſince, by the Bleſſing of GS ov, it has been Mmſtrumental*for the 
Deliverance and Help of many from under Tuth fad intolerable and unſupportable Diſ- 
tempers, as ſome of theſe above-mentioned ; Therefore, let none ſlight this Opportu- 
nity, where ſuch Help is to be had, leſt theſe Diſtempers become too ſtubbora to e- 
racdicits when too late, and the Patient paſt Help. | |

N. B. That it does not operate immediatcly as common Snuff does, but lodges in 
the Head, (as Phyſick does in the Body) for Eight or Ten Hours, which confirms #' 
to be of a true Mcdicinal Virtue, and it works gradually upon the Humour, and then 
carries it off, and expels it. 
FE The Uſe and Operation of this Royal Snuff, Firſt, Immediately before takin 
of it; you are to cleanſe well both your Noltrils with your Hand-Kerchicf, from a 
Filth or Corruption in the Paſſage; ſo that the Operation thereof be not impeded, 
and you loſe the Benefit thereof, then ſnuff up the one Half of the Doſe or Paper at 
Night going to Bed, with a Gooſe-quil made fit for the Purpoſe, puting up each 
Noſtril equal Parts gradually ot the faid halt Dofe or Paper ; and it your Noſe run 
any Quantity betore Six or Eight Aclock next Morning ; then let the other Half of the 
Doſe or Paper alone, tor Four or Five Days thereafter: But if your Noſe don't run 
plentifully before the Time above-prefixed, then you are to take the other Half of the 
Doſe or Paper the very nextMorningatter the flame Manner above-preſcribed,your Noſe 
will run a hot Rheum for two, three Days as above faid ; mind rhat you are not to take 
another Doſe or Paper for Eight or Ten Days thereafter, and then to take it as above 
direQed ; if there be much thick Corruption in the Paſſages, the firit Doſe or Paper will 
be but a Preparation for the next. 
To mind, That if the Half of the Doſe or Paper you take at Night, and the other 
Half thereof yau take the next Morning as directed, do not operate according to Ex- 
peQation, cither by Reaſon of ſome thick Corruption in the Paſſages, or becauſe there 
are many, whoſe Brain and Conſtitution are harder to work upon than others, then 
let ſuch Perſons ſnuff up at the next Occaſion a whole Doſe or Paper at Night going 
to Bed, after the ſame Manner as above preſcribed, (that is, within Eight or Ten 
Days atter the firſt Doſe or Paper was taken) but if the Half of the Doſe or Paper 
you take at Night, as above direfted, operate according as is expreſt, then continue 
1n repeating of it trom "Time to Tine, atter the ſame Manner, as is above mentioned : 
And if 2ny of theſe Diſtempers be itubborn, and has been of any long Standing, you 
are tO contiaue in taking Four, Five, Six or Eight Doles, or Papers, from Time to 
Timc, as Necd ſhall require ; but ſtill ro mind to keep equal Ditaces in taking the 
Doſes or Papers as above-direed, that is, Eight or Ten Days betwixt each Paper or 
Dole. Bach Paper or Dole, Twelve Pence. | 
If any of theſe Diſtempers be taken in Time, a few Doſcs or Papers taken at equal 
Diſtances as above, ſeldom or never fails of the Cure.
